ination of the big packer from the 
meat industry and substitution

of Texas, representing live stock grow- 
ing organizations, before the house ag- 
riculture committee. 


The packing industry now is un- 


economical, Mr. Lassater asserted, 
causing injury both to Jive stock pro- 
ducers and consumers. Transportation 
of cattle to the packing centers and 
return shipment of meat to consumers 
! involves an economical loss, he said, 
which can Lie eliminated only by legis- 
lation to reduco control of the big 
packer and lo foster small, co-opera- 
tive agencies widely distributed. 


Lassater rlso urged separation of 


large stock yards from packer control. 
The yards, he said, should nft be 


^ by a holding company, but by 


the railroads as a transportation ad- 
junct. Transfer of packers' stock In 
the yards to other than railroad in- 
terests, 
the witness said, 
would not 


meet the demand of the live stock pro- 
ducing interests. 


Independent stock yards and slaugh- 


tering plants cannot be developed, Mr. 
Lassater said, so long as congress per- 
mits the large packers to have such 
3. preponderous share of business. Mere 
size of the freights the big packers 
have to distribute, the witness declar- 
ed, obtained for the packers special 
favors from the railroads sufficiently 
to shut of competition. 


Lassater in the course of bis testi-

Others will 
read It with amusement and perhaps 
•will ask if the same theory ia applied 
to the purchase of foodstuffs to keep 
down the high cost of living; and If It 
•worki. Still others will very Mntibly 
and properly say that the millionaire 
aforesaid, having the rep ittttion of be- 
Int; one ot the besl-dremed men in the 
Quaker City, doubtless has on hand a 
supply of clothing adequate so far as 
wear is concerned, not for one year 
but for a half dozen: and that to go 
without new clothes hurls nothing ex- 
cept possibly his pride. 


Unfortunately, however, our Phila- 


delphia friend, it would be ministtr- 
ing unpaid to his deslrb for publicity 
to give his name, is in what he doubt- 
lops would consider a fortunatn clan*. 
He has clothes enough without buy- 
ini?. but how about the rank and file 
of his countrymen? Some of them are 
fortunate enough to have two present- 
able suits, some have only one. and 
there Is nothing to do when th« one 
suit wears out but in buy anothei. He 
rnnnot go to the clothes closet and plclc 
out one scarcely worn ond make It do 
for the next months, and for him the 
cost of clothes and ot foodstuffs and 
in facl of everything which he buys 
is a, serious matter not to ')e settled 
in any such fashion.

(.'untinumg tbo speaker gave sev- 


eral interesting examples of men who 
had found rt-sl and a degree of recu- 
peration merely by turning from what 
had been the engrossing occupation 
of life to the .study of botany, of met- 
als, or meiely by travel and contem- 
plation, fur .L brief period only, mere- 
ly to return refieshed and strength- 
ened for the sterner duties of life. Of 
hobbies gone amiss, because perhaps 
not well considered or judiciously fol- 
lowed, he instanced the well-remem- 
bered voyage of Henry Ford and his 
accompanying pacifists on their way 
to end the war; and of president Wil- 
son, 
who at Versailles had, it was the 


suggestion of the speaker, either un- 
derestimated the magnitude of the in- 
ternational undertaking or overesti- 
mated the scope o£ his own limita- 
tions. 


Dr. .Smith also referred at some 


length to sports, which strengthen the 
physical man and aid the mind in 
throwing off the burden of daily care. 
Referring to other games, he particu- 
larly instanced golf, and though not 
speaking trom personal experience, he
